Angel. She requests for Mr. O'Donnell investigations on persons '" 
to be employed at the White House in a clerical capacity. "The . 
third office at the White House requesting investigations ds 7. 
the President's Advisor on Science and Technology. Dr. James-B. 
Hartgering handles this phase for Dr. Jerome B. Wiesner. At the Z 

i present time there is no central index which would shows Spending: 
investigations. Miss Pauline Fluet, Secretary to Mr. O? onnell, 
maintains an index of completed investigations and White House 
clearances. .She is notified by memoranda from the other two 
offices with;lists of individuals after the Bureau has been ni 
requested togi investigate. In the past Mr. O'Donnell has personally 
opened the €hvelope coming from the Bureau containing the summary. 
He personally reads each one and then tells Miss Fluet, his 
secretary, that clearance has been granted. If the person 
involved wast not personally requested by Mr. O'Donnell, she then 
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telephones one or the other of the two offices and this is 
later followed up by a memorandum with a listing of names 

on persons cleared. It was determined that this system of 
notification did not always work and that the requesting office 
had to check after a lapse of time to determine if the investiga- 
tion was completed and the clearance issued. As a point of 
interest, Miss Fluet, together with another secretary, have 
their desks in the same office with Mr. O'Donnell, which is 
just outside the President's office. There is a steady stream 
of people coming into Mr. O'Donnell's office and the telephone 
is constantly ringing. Therefore, ii is conceivabie that a 
telephone notification on a clearance could be missed. -` 


Mr. Bartlett also determined that at the time 
‘Mr. O'Donnell actually read the Bureau's summary he had no 
indication what the person was being considered for. On- 
occasions he had to stop his reading and make an inquiry as 
to the position involved before making a determination. This 
is time consuming. With the above problem in mind, Mr. Bartlett 
sought to come up with a simple workable system with a central 
coordinating point; namely Mr. O'Donnell's secretary, and at 
the same time relieve her of needless typing of index cards and 
lists and eliminating telephone calis. 


On November 1 Mr. Bartlett talked to Mr. O'Donnell and 
told him that the system now in effect was generally workable 
but cumbersome and suggested to him the following: 

At the time a request is sent to the FBI for investigation 
the office making the request will prepare a 3 x 5 index card 
Showing name, date and place of birth, and position involved. j 
These index cards are routed to Mr. O'Donnell's secretary clipped 
to a copy of the letter to the Bureau requesting investigation. 

She then places the index card in à pending section of her filé. 
After the Bureau investigation is completed and the summary is 
delivered to Mr. O'Donnell's office, Miss Fluet will then open 
the envelope and attach the index card to the front of the 
summary together with a form memorandum on which is typed the 
date and name. This form has a place for Mr. O'Donnell's initials 
Showing either approval or disapproval. When Mr. O'Donnell picks 
up the summary to read he knows immediately what the person is 
being considered for. After reading the summary he can place 

his initials on the memorandum which sticks below the index card. 
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and after he initials the memorandum for approval or 

disapproval his secretary can place the index card in her 

file with a notation of action plus date. The memorandum 

can then be routed to the interested office which will give them 
immediate notification in writing of the action taken. 


Mr. O'Donnell told Mr. Bartlett tbat he would 
immediately put this system into effect; that it was workable; 
more efficient and would be a benefit to him at the time he 
read the summary. Mr. O'Donnell said that he did not want 
a report in writing on this. He thanked Mr. Bartlett for the 
service rendered and asked that his appreciation be expresse 
to the Director. 


On the morning of November 2 Mr. Bartlett talked to 
Dr. Hartgering of the Science Advisor's Office and Dr. Hartgering:

On April 19, 1962, while Hr, Bartlett of the Liaison Section 
was at the White House, he ‘saw Mr. David Palmer, U.S. Navy civilian who 
is serving as the Navy Projects Engineer at the White House, He works 
directly under the Naval Aide, Captain Tazewell T, Shepard. Bartlett 
has known Palmer for several years. Palmer recently served as the 


Navy 's Project Engineer at Quantico and was extremely helpful to the 
Bureau in that capacity. 


Palmer said he wanted to mention something to Bartlett in l 
extreme confidence and Bartlett told him -his information would be handled 
Just that way. Falmer said that he is extremely worried about informa~ 
tion appearing in the press and on radio within the past few weeks which 
deals directly with the relocation plans of the President in the event 
of war. He said that the press carried the story last weekend while 
the President was aboard the cruiser "Northampton" that this ship was 
one of the places the President might go and carry on his duties tn the 
event of war. Polmet further said that recent publicity has stated the 
President might use an airplane which is based at Andrews Air Force Base 
in the event of emergency.

In his letter Mr. Andretta pointed out that the Department of Justice staff 
has been very cooperative in releasing employees for detail to the White House. He also 
stated that in order for the program to continue to operate effectively, hé desired arrange- 
ments be made so that all appropriate operating officials and employees in divisions and 
bureaus be fully advised regarding the program and the need for prompt release of 
well-qualified and conscientious employees. 


The memorandum of 4-29-63 from the White House to the Attorney General 
was signed by T. J. Reardon, Jr., Special Assistant to the President. This memoran- 
dum reported that on 8-3-61 a memorandum was sent to the heads of some of the 
Executive Departments and agencies by Mr. Frederick G. Dutton, Spécial Assistant to 
the President, in connection with the extremely heavy work load in the White House and . 
the need to call upon their respective agencies for detail personnel as authorized by the 
act approved 6-25-48, 3 U.S.C. 107. This memorandum expressed appreciation to those 
who had previously furnished personnel and to the Civil Service Commission for arranging 
this assistance. 

fe 

The memorandum further indicated that since a great volume of work 
continues unabated tere has been very little reduction in the White House need for detail 
personnel. The purpose of this memorandum was to call the Attorney General's atten- 
tion to the matter so that all appropriate personnel and operating officials and employees 
of the Department of Justice will know of his interest in this program when a request for 
a detail is received from the Civil Service Commission. It was stated that the employees 
generally needed are typists, stenographers, file clerks and messengers. It was indica- 
ted that these employees should be well-qualified and conscientious and care should be 
taken to provide the best suited to fill the specific requirements. Also, that they should 
be personally the type of employee who the ed General would be AE have 
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It was also pointed out that the cooperation and understanding that had 
been exhibited by most agencies had been gratifying; however, the program has 
encountered certain instances of difficulty where personnel on the operating level 
were not informed of the program and were unaware that the head of their agency 
was interested in its effectiveness. To avoid any such lack of knowledge in the 
future, the White House reguested that the Attorney General as well as the heads 
of all other departments and agencies who may be asked for detail personnel arranse 
for all appropriate operating officials and employees of their agencies to be fully 
advised with regard to this program, the need and desire for complete cooperation, 
and of his interest in it. The memorandum concluded by stating, "I am sure that we 
can count on full cooperation from you and throughout your organization." 


Title 3, USC, Section 107, states "Employees of the Executive Depart- 
ments and independent establishments of the Executive Branch of the Government, 
may be detailed from time to time to the White House office for temporary assistance." 
Bureau files reveal. that on 9-18-56 and 1-4-57 we received requests under this 
section of the Code to loan a typist and clerk to the White House. In both instances 
it was approved that we reply by advising that it was not possible to comply with the 
requests because of a critical shortage of personnel, which was done. 


The present memorandum does not require acknowledgment and in view of 
our centralized personnel system, together with the fact that a request for such 
personnel would apply only to Washington, D. C., dissemination of information 
concerning this program to all officials as requested is not warranted. Should any 
requests be received, they will be evaluated and appropriate memoranda will be 
submitted. At the present time, all of our personnel are urgently needed, as we are 
operating below our allowed strength because of a cut in our supplemental appropriation 
request, which has necessitated a stringent economy program.

While there is a group in the new White House staff who 
have some concern for the inherent dangers in appointments of 
individuals with questionable backgrounds, it is also obvious that 
there are many instances of overriding political considerations.

Despite a public announcement by Robert Kennedy that he 
was divorcing himself from politics now that he has been named Attorney 
General, it is noted he was present at the conference with the President-
